The county com­ 
missioners state that these trustees 
have been functioning excellently 
with what money the county has 
been able to

year for the institution. 
Both boards however, commis­ 
sioners and 
trustees, 
recognize 
that the County Home is needing 
a number of improvements of a 
definite nature. Some work such 
as roof repair is already underway 
from funds 
now available 
but 
there are other repairs and im­ 
provements 
which both 
boards 
and other friends of this children’s 
institution know must be made as 
soon as possible. No 
major im­ 
provements in buildings and other 
facilities there have been made 
in more than a score of years.

Meanderings

The last of the famous, or in­ 
famous, houses which formerly 
made up “ Lake Front,” or the 
“ red light” district of the city, is 
now being torn down. 
The house is located on Broad­ 
way Street, immediately north of 
the Co-Op Elevator. 
Part of the old frame cottage is 
being torn awray, and the remain­ 
der will be moved to a new loca­ 
tion and form the nucleus for a 
modern home. 
The notorious “ Lake Front” dis­ 
trict consisted of several cottages 
on the north side of Broadway be­ 
tween South Fayette and South 
North Streets. 
Until almost a half century ago 
it was permitted to run with full 
knowledge of the police and city 
officials. 
The place was then notorious 
for years, and was also the scene 
of many drunken brawls, which 
necessitated interference by the 
police, and many times the officers 
made a round-up where the dis­ 
turbance took place. 
Both men and 
women 
were 
picked up on some of these occa­ 
sions, but invariably 
the 
men 
were the ones who were rounded 
up and fined in mayor’s court. 
Some of the residents of 
the 
nearby vicinity 
made 
vigorous 
protests over the existence 
of 
“Lake Front,” but their appeals 
to the city officials fell on deaf 
ears, and the place continued to 
operate. 
Old timers recall the place but 
most of the present day residents 
have never heard of the notorious 
dives that infested that small area 
in the city, 
known 
as 
“Lake 
Front.” 


least the next five years is under 
consideration. 
The total expense involved may 
run from $75,000 to $100,000. Oth­ 
er expenses of the 
county,

ium at Chillicothe, which cares for 
patients from five counties in this 
section of the state. 
This is a necessary expense and 
several 
patients 
from 
Fayette 
County are cared for at that in­ 
stitution, all the time. 


L e v y R e n e w a l C o n s id er ed 
If what this now costs the coun­ 
ty is removed from the general 
fund and financed by a small levy, 
probably about two tenths of one 
mill, the commissioners feel that 
they would be in shape to pro­ 
ceed with the five year plan for 
aiding the Fayette County Chil­ 
dren’s Home. 
Formerly the county’s share of 
expense in the five-county district 
Tubercular Sanatorium was paid 
by a quarter of a mill levy. Some 
years ago this levy expired and 
never was renewed, the money 
thereafter having to be taken from 
the county’s general fund. 
The plan which the commission­ 
ers are now studying and discuss­ 
ing would contemplate renewal of 
this levy by a vote of the people 
of the county, providing there are 
no legal obstacles. 
The decision of the commission­ 
ers on this matter probably will 
come within a short time, since if 
such a levy must be voted upon it 
will have to be presented to the 
county board of elections within a 
few weeks.

Redistricting Bill 
Signed by Governor 


This is the last time Fayette 
County w ill be represented in the 
lower house of the United States 
Congress by Rep. Clarence 
J. 
Brown, a Republican, Blanchester 
newspaper publisher and farmer. 
Rep. Brown has represented the 
county in Congress for 15 years. 
For, beginning with the 1952 
elections, Fayette County will be 
in the sixth district instead of 
the seventh. 
Rep. James G. Polk, a Democrat 
of Highland, now represents the 
sixth district, lf he runs again in 
1952 and is reelected, he will rep­ 
resent Fayette County; if he is 
defeated in the election, his con­ 
querer will represent the county— 
and the sixth district. 
Fayette County was the only 
county taken out of the nine- 
county seventh district and placed 
in the sixth district by the redis­ 
tricting bill approved by the Leg­ 
islature and signed into law Mon­ 
day by Gov. Frank J. Lausche. 
The old seventh district -- made 
up of Logan, Union, Champaign, 
Clark, Madison, Greene, Warren, 
Clinton and Fayette counties — 
long has been considered a Repub­ 
lican stronghold. No other change 
was made in this district except 
removal of Fayette County. 
Both Rep. Brown and the Fay­ 
ette County 
Republican leaders 
protested vigorously the shift of 
Fayette County out of the seventh 
district into the sixth. 
The new sixth district — made 
up of Fayette, Pickaway, Ross, 
Pike, Scioto, Adams, 
Highland, 
Brown and Clermont — is con­ 
sidered a borderline district po­ 
litically. With the exception of 
Fayette and Pickaway counties, 
the sixth district is made up of 
what are commonly known as hill 
counties. It will be a case of com­ 
plete new district associations for 
Fayette County political organiza­ 
tions. 
The redistricting bill abolishes 
the congress-at-large and creates 
another—the 23rd — district.

the psychology of how you go a- 
bout trying to get som ething you 
want. 


W hat Mr. T 'ruman w ants is for 
C ongress to reinforce and continue 
the present law giving the go v­ 
ernm ent power to control prices, 
w ages and other things. That law 
dies 15 d ays from now, Ju n e 30, 
unless by then Congress votes to 
keep it longer. 


There’s already quite a bundle 
of hostility in Congress toward 
Mr. T rum an, particularly am ong 
the Republicans, and he ap p aren t­ 
ly figured there's no sense in stir­ 
ring up the lions upon whom he 
m ust depend to get the law con­ 
tinued. 
So, although the main point in 
his talk w as to ask the people to 
stick a needle in Congress — by 
urgin g their congressmen to con­ 
tinue the lawr - - the president h im ­ 
self handled C o n g r e e very gent­ 
ly- 
He didn’t single out for blame 
by n am e any of those m em bers of 
C ongress who, he said, are of a 
mind to scuttle the whole control 
law . In fact he didn’t blam e Con­ 
gress for anything. 
He ju st said that most of those 
who went up to Congress to talk 
about the law w anted it killed. 
B u t those were special groups, he 
said, and he particularly singled 
out for criticism the National A s­ 
sociation of M anufacturers. 
But the people as a whole, he 
said, h ad n ’t bothered to m ake their 
view s known to their congressm en 
and this was what the president 
urged them to do. 
O f course, if Mr. T rum an does­ 
n't get what he w ants and C on­ 
gress lets the law die and 
we 
have even worse inflation, he can 
then take out after Congress w ith­ 
out m incing words, as he has done 
in the past. 
B u t even that would be a little 
a w k w a rd for him since his own 
party D em ocrats have a m ajority 
in Congress, although only a slim 
one, and therefore might appear 
to 
put 
through 
anything 
they 
wished. 
It isn ’t news, of course, to say 
that m ajority is mostly a paper 
m ajority since on any given issue 
som e of the Dem ocrats go over 
on the Republican side while som e 
R epublican s hop over with 
the 
D em ocrats. 
B ut the presidential plea to the 
people to get behind C ongress and 
give a push is a pretty clear a d ­ 
mission 
that the president 
is a 
long w ay from having any strong 
party control in C ongress or g et­ 
ting w hat he w ants there. 
A nd he had another pretty good 
reason for going easy on C on­ 
gress last night to avoid stirring 
up an y more antagonism than e x ­ 
ists there now. He w ants Congress 
to p ass som e other’ im portant leg­ 
islation: 
Mainly' these three: ( I ) billions 
for defense; (2) more billions for 
foreign arm s and economic aid; 
and (3) m ore billions to run the 
governm ent. Congress already has 
show n its mood is to w hack big 
chunks out of No. 3. It h asn ’t 
taken any real action on Nos. I 
and 2. 
All in all, Mr. T ru m an's talk 
last night w as mostly a job of 
explaining to the nation in A B C 
style why he thinks the controls 
law should be continued. It was 
carefu lly done. No one could com ­ 
plain it-w a s over his head.

How New Ohio Law Affects 
County Hospitals In State 


County hospitals, like the F a y ­ 


e t t e County M em orial Hospital in 


I this city, which have come into 
{being in 
the 
years 
following 


World War II, are affected by the 


C o llin s.M undy B ill-H B 392, which 
was signed into law this w eek by 
Gov. Fran k J. Lausche. 


The new law will not directly 
| cause any changes in the hospital 
! here since it w as constructed and 
in operation before the law w as 
I enacted, but the m easure contains 
some 
provisions which, 
under 
certain circum stances, could have 
a bearing on the institution here. 
Briefly, H B 392 takes control 
and appointm ent of hospital board 
I m em bers from the state, places it 
I in county hands and allows coun. 
tv board m em bers to do all con- 
! trad in g . 


U nder the old general code gov- 
I erning county public hospitals, a 
building board w as appointed by 
the governor and subsequently an 
1 operating board w as nam ed by 
I county com m issioners when 
the 
hospital w as built and equipped. 
That w as the procedure in the 
case of the Fayette County M e­ 
morial Hospital. 


T he 
Collins-M undy Bill 
now 
provides for complete county con- 
! trol. Under its proivsions, the three 
! county com m issioners, 
the pro- 
j bate judge and the com m on pleas 
judge (the last-nam ed being sen­ 
ior in years of service where more 
than 
one common 
pleas 
judge 


I serves a 
county) 
appoint 
the 
building board m em bers to four- 
year term s, with one term ex p ir­ 
ing each year. 


T he building board, when the 
hospital is 
built and 
furnished, 
autom atically becomes the oper­ 
ating board. From the start, the 
building board has authority to 
hire an adm inistrator. Under the 
I old law Miss Christene Evans w as 
employed first as consultant 
to 
the construction board then nam- 
I ed ad m inistrator when the operat- 
; m g board, with a different m em - 


I bership, took control of the hos­ 
pital here. 


T h e new law keeps finances in 
I the county auditor's and treasur- 
! e r’s offices. Vouchers m ust be a p ­ 
proved. for instance, through A u d ­ 
itor Ulric Acton’s office, and p ay* 
j ment m ad e by T reasu rer Charles 


I F abb out of hospital 
appropria­ 
tions m ade by the county 
com- 
i missioners. 


However, the Collins - Mundy 
bill also has a clause providing 
I operation of county hospitals by 
I non - sectarian, 
non-profit 
or- 
| ganizations which 
might 
lease 
I them from county commissioners 
| for no m ore than IO years at a 
time. 


This m ay be done, the law pro- 
I vides, when the hospital is fully 
equipped and ready for occupancy.

Cerebral Throm bosis 
Ulet ana nealtn 
Has New Treatm ent 


By H E R M A N N B U N D E S E N 
Until recently, very little could 
be done to help the patient with 
cerebral thrombosis beyond giv­ 
ing him the supportive care need­ 
ed to keep him alive until Nature 
could heal his injury. 
This con­ 
dition, which 
occurs most 
fre­ 
quently 
in individuals over 50, 
results from the formation of a 
clot in one of the blood vessels of 
the brain. 
Symptoms make a gradual ap­ 
pearance, in contrast to the sud­ 
den acute illness which occurs in 
stroke due to hemorrhage. 
In the 
former situation there is a grad­ 
ual onset of headache, which be­ 
comes more severe with time and 
often persists 
until the 
patient 
develops some other more severe 
manifestation of his disease, such 
as unconsciousness or paralysis of 
this 
or that 
part of the 
body. 
Most such patients have a history 
of high blood pressure. 


Not as Sick 
The patient usually is not as 
sick as a person having a stroke 
due to hemorrhage, and the dis­ 
ease is not as sudden in onset. 
In all cases of suspected cere­ 
bral thrombosis, however, a diag­ 
nosis must be made, and this is 
usually done by 
doing a spinal 
tap in which a needle is intro­ 


duced into the spine. 
If the fluid 
removed is not of a bloody na­ 
ture, it is 
very likely, in 
most 
cases, that the patient has suf­ 
fered a thrombosis instead of a 
hemorrhage. 
Recently, a new form of treat­ 
ment 
has been devised 
to treat 
these 
cases of 
cerebral throm­ 
bosis. 
The 
theory 
behind 
this 
treatment is that an attempt is 
made to increase the circulation 
to the brain. 
This is done by in^ 
jecting a 
special 
nerve 
in the 
neck of the individual, known as 
the stellate ganglion, a procedure 
which 
causes 
dilation 
of 
t h e 
blood vessels going to the brain 
and thus improves circulation to 
that organ. 
This procedure must 
be repeated 
every six 
to eight 
hours. 


Low er M ortality 


A group of 20 patients was thus 
treated, while a similar group of 
22 patients was not. 
These tests 
showed that there 
was a lower 
mortality rate among those hav­

ganglion injec- 
I tion. 
The patients were clearer 
J mentally and more alert.

Efforts of N A D A 
Directors Deal with 
Soles, Taxes, Credits 


Prospective motor car buyers as 
well as all dealers 
rn 
Fayette 
County are expressing interest in 
the recent action of the board of 
directors of the National Automo­ 
bile Dealers Association at its De­ 
troit meeting. 


Resolutions relative to stimulat­ 
ing auto sales and restoring rea­ 
sonable credit terms, also intensi­ 
fying efforts to prevent proposed 
excise taxes, were adopted. 
At the directors’ meeting there 
was a review of the progress made 
by the association. Future strategy 
to attain major objectives also was 
planned. 


Highlights of the resolutions fol­ 
low: 


Regulation W — NADA’* Public 
Affairs Committee was directed to 
continue its aggressive efforts to 
have “the Federal Reserve Board 
make 
automobile 
credit 
terms 
more realistic and equitable and 
thereby enable wage earners to 
acquire the dependable transpor­ 
tation which they need.” 
In this connection, the directors 
pointed out that in promulgating 
regulation W the Federal Reserve 
Board failed to give full considera­ 
tion to the fact that the automo­ 
bile is an essential product. In ad­ 
dition, it was pointed out that 
present drastic credit terms have 
increase 
o u r 
highway 
safety 
problems by increasing the num­ 
ber of older cars being operated 
in an unsafe condition because 
owners cannot meet required high 
monthly 
payments 
for 
replace­ 
ments. Moreover, by denying mil­ 
lions of Americans the right to 
buy essential transportation out 
of their earnings, the present terms 
create “class buying” and ‘‘seri­ 
ously threaten individual 
liber­ 
ties.” Finally, it states that 
ex ­ 
perience has already demonstrated 
that the automotive credit terms 
have had “an inconsequential ef­ 
fect on inflation.” 
Excise tax — The Public Affairs 
Committee was also directed to 
continue its vigorous opposition to 
all attempts to increase federal ex­ 
cise taxes on 
motor 
vehicles. 
Pointing out that when a manu­ 
facturer’s excise tax was levied 
on cars, it was to be a temporary 
emergency measure but, through 
succeeding years, has been in­ 
creased to seven percent and that 
motor vehicles are vitally essenti­ 
al to the national welfare, the res­ 
olution charges that the automo­ 
bile is presently bearing a dis­ 
proportionate share of the excise 
tax burden. It was also pointed 
out that the motor vehicle, un­ 
like other products, is a source 
of substantial tax revenue in that 
gasoline, oil, tires and replacement 
parts are all subject to federal 
taxation. 
A third resolution states 
that 
vigorous efforts should be con­ 
tinued to effect restoration of the 
dealer's historic discount and 
to 
prevent “all arbitrary disruptions 
of our industry’s business prac- 
| tices.” It charges that the Office 
of Price Stabilization “definitely
